To General J. H. Lane: 

On the 28th inst., at 3 o’clock. p. m , after 
marching all day and night previously, I 
came up With Price at Newtonia, wi bh Ford's 
atd Jennieon’s brigades of my division. 
Price had gone into camp im the timber south 
of the town, thinking we had quit the pur. 
suit.
